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Bureaucratic insensitivity of college 
administrations is legendary. Ata time 
when student disruption, faculty dissatis- 
faction and administration discomfort have 
never been more evident, steps seem 
in progress at SSC to close the widening 
gulf between warring campus factions, 

By fall of this year, according to 
SSC Cultural Coordinator Phil Coetilo, 
this campus will have its own ombuds- 
man, (Coehlo is a member of a six-man 
student-faculty -administration committee 
charged with finding a qualified man to 
fill the new position. 

The ombudsman is a governmental 
position relatively new to the United 
Siates, The office originated in 
Scandanavia where the ‘‘justitieombuds- 
man’’ or agent of justice has existed 
for many years, 

An ombudsman functions as an 
impartial and independent investigator 
of charges against the government or, in 
the case of a college, against the adminis- 
tration or faculty. 

The position at SSC will be paid by 
the state budget. Legally, the official 
will be part of the college administra- 
tion, 

Actually, however, the campus 
ombudsman handles only complaints 
arising from administration or faculty 
activity directed towards the students, 
not vice versa, The office will be very 
much like the proverbial umbrella which 
can go up the chimney down but not 
down the chimney up, 

As approved by both the student 
and academic senates, the ombudsman 
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When you hear the word ‘‘discrimi- 
nation,’”’ what do you think of? Does 
your mind jump immediately to the Deep 
South and burning crosses’ Do you 
conjure up pictures of George Wallace 
standing in the schoolhouse door’? 

Don’t look so far, There are more 
subtle forms of discrimination right here 
in Sacramento, 

Several SS( students of minority 
descent have had trouble finding housing 
in the area near the college, Anapartment 
which was available when they telephoned 
ahead may be occupied suddenly when they 
appear in person, They may place their 
names on a waiting list, then never be 
contacted, Or se urity deposits may be 
upped to as much as $140, payabie 
immediate ly. 


Help Available 


Now, advice and assistance are 
available at Sacramento State to persor 
faced with such prejudice, Margaret 
McKoane, associate dean of students, 
and Community Affairs Intern Charles 
Gary (Studem Activities Office, Adm. 
2/2, ext, 637) are working with a sub- 
committee of the Inter-Racial Project 
to fight this discrimination and promote 
vpen housing, ‘‘We want an active pursuit 
of the rights of the people,’’ Dean McKoane 
said, Ina press release, Gary expressed 
it this way: 

‘*Today, after many years of 
legislation, no student should have the 
sad experience of being turned away from 
vacant housing because of race, color

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Another function of the campus ombuds- 
man will be to make recommendations 
to the College President and other campus 
officials for the more equitable and speedy 
handling of grievances. 


There is precendent for a campus 
ombudsman though Sacramento State 
College is one of the first colleges in 
California to plan for one. Columbia 
University and Michigan State are two 
outstanding schools that now have such 
an official, Here in California, Humboldt 
State College is in the process of looking 
for a qualified man to become its first 
ombudsman. 

The committee that originated the om- 
budsman plan for Sacramento State has 
made specific suggestions about qualifica- 
tions. Maturity is emphasized with the 
advice that a candidate should probably 
be more than thirty five years of age, 

Not only a good listener but a judicious 
person having the ability to talk back 
to students as well as to seek informa- 
tion is being sought, The campus 
ombudsman should avoid, if possible, 
antagonizing or crusading. 

The campus ombudsman, suggests the 
committee, should empathize rather than 
identify with both faculty members and 
students, 

The committee is now accepting ap- 
plications for the office. Anyone who 
would like to apply for the position or 
suggest the appointment of someone else 
should acidress his correspondence to 
the Ombudsman Committee, Office of 
the Associated Students, Sacramento State 
College. 
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$500 for unfair housing practices. In 
addition, the student can file for punitive 
damages, The courts recently have 
awarded three months, five months, even 
nine months free rent tc plaintiffs in 
such cases, Also, apartment complexes 
receiving federal! money, in the form of 
a mortgage loan for instance, can lose 
it because of discriminatory practices, 

In fact, a court case is pending now 
which involves two Sacramento State stu- 
dents who decided recently to move out 
of the residence halls. They saw an ad 
for a house for rent, called, and were 
told it was available. When they went 
to the real estate agent, however, they 
felt his loss of interest, He didn’t 
even bother to accompany them to the 
house, The owners tried to convince 
the students that they ‘‘wouldn’t be happy 
in this neighborhood,’’ but when that 
failed, they refused to rem the house, 

This is one of about half a dozen 
cases that Gary has handled in the last 
few months, You may ask, ifthe problem 
is so serious, why so few cases’ First, 
there has been a lack of publicity on the 
assistance available, Aiso, Dean McKoam 
says, ‘‘Because of other prob'ems, the 
black student often doesn’t want to hassie 
with the housing problem."’ According 
to Gary, however, they must ‘‘put forth 
an effort,’’

Editorial 


Campus 
Ombudsme 


ISSUE: Will not the office of campus ombudsman serve to humanize 
the remoteness and occastional harshness to which college administra- 
uon traditionally falls prey? 

















The position of an impartial and politically independent investigator 
whose task it is to study and publicize grievances is somewhat alien 
to American government. 

Within the last ten years, however, the office of ombudsman or 
agent of justice has spread from Scandanavia where it originated over 
one hundred years ago, Today at least five foreign countries and 
one American state, Hawaii, have ombudsman. 

The office is a valuable one, It fills a gap that has long existed 
in government, with its natural inclination to bureaucracy and red 
tape, 

It is the feeling of the Hornet that the concept ef campus ombudsman 
(see story page one) as approved by the Academic Senate and the Student 
Senate is one of significant merit. Indeed, considering nearly suicide 
momentum of the turmoil at Berkeley anu oan Francisco State, it is 
an office that is sorely needed, 

A significant limitation on the power of an ombudsman is that he 
has no right to quash or reverse a decision and will not have direct 
control over faculty or administration. 

To some such a limitation might seem to emasculate the effective- 
ness of an ombudsman. Actually it does not. 

The main power of a campus ombudsman is to investigate on his 
own initiative, He can inspect administrative agencies and procedures 
and take up cases based on reports to the press. 

His main weapon, when his suggestions seem unpersuasive to 
secure remedial action, is to publicize his findings, through reports 
to the faculty and student assemblies and through the press. 

To give such an official power to actually force changes would 
be a dangerous precedent, Potentially, an official so armed could 
become a campus czar. 

In investigation, the ombudsman’s method of handling appeals 
against administrative or faculty actions is, unlike usual grievance 
procedures, direct, informal, speedy and cheap, 

To initiate an appeal, all that wi!l be necessary will be persona! 
or written contact with the ombudsman, No formalized procedure, 
susceptible to red tape, is necessary, 

The ombudsman requests and studies departmental documents 
and, if unsatisfied, requests departmenta! explanation, 

An unsatisfactory explanation can result in a reprimand to an 
official, reference to a grievance committee or, ultimately, publica- 
tion of official failure to take remedial! action, 

The ombudsman also will make official recommendations from time 
to time about changing laws or regulations, Such recommendations 
will be designed to remove injustices in the application of such rules. 

Many cases certainly will involve no more than explaining toa 
bewildered student the reasons for a decision of which he has com- 
plained, and warning the administrative office in question that in the 
future it should give adequate reasons for its decisions. 

Even so, such a seemingly small function proves essential in our 
over-bureaucratic society, In fact, such a communicative failure 
has in the past spurred much misguided but nonetheless real student 
revolt, 

More obvious work will be done by the ombudsman on the serious 
cases of illegality involving the liberty of a student, So often official! 
pressures are applied upon a student which are not only uncalled for 
but often far afield of the licensed function of the official involved. 

The official that is ultimately chose to fill the position of ombudsman 
at SSC must be sensitive to the problems of students, He must also 
be mature enough to talk back to illegitimate or unfounded claims 
by students, if justice is to be served, 

Hopefully such an individual can be found, The institution of 
ombudsman at this college has been delayed too long already, 
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Student Pleads Against Dehumanization 


Editor, The Hornet: 

The power confrontation § in 
higher education around the world, 
which, in California, has focused 
itself at San Francisco State Col- 
lege and the University of 
California at Berkeley, vitally con- 
cerns everyone connected with this 
college, 

My own contact with the more 
violent aspects of the problem 
has been limited to a minor 
encounter at S.F, State, too minor 
to recount here. I hope that my 
thoughts on the matter will be 
of more interest. 

I will not attempt to review 
the history of the struggle between 
the Establishment and the student- 
minority coalition, either in 
general, or in terms of specific 
instances, The details of individual 
acts (whether we are discussing 
Mr. Murray’s actions vis a vis 
the S.I. State newspaper office 
incident, or the actions of the 
Berkeley police and the C.H.P, 
at U.C, Berkeley recently) are 
cf no real consequence except as 
parts of a pattern, and as personal 
events with respect to the persons 
directly involved, 

My concern is with the pattern. 
The trend on virtually all campuses 
of late seems headed towards more 
and bigger direct and vioient 
clashes between ‘‘Them’’ and 
“Us’’, As our collective myopia 
becomes more effective in shutting 
out the voice of reason and sanity 
within our own heads the situation 
becomes ever increasingly de- 
humanized. Police are quicker 
and quicker to lob canisters of 
tear gas at accumulations of young 
people, and students, in turn, re- 
sort to the brick and the Molotov 
cocktail as means of expression, 
persuasion, and coercion. 

This pattern amounts toa deadly 
spiral, an escalation if you will, 
which has only one logical conclu- 
sion—the use of deadly force, 
The bombs at S,F. State and the 
fire at Berkeley killed and in- 
jured no one, [ut that wasn’t 
their fault, 

To be able to say “They had 
it coming to them” (regardless 
of which side you may see the 
situation from) is of little conso- 
lation to the figures lying in the 
street with their guts scattered 
about the immediate vicinity. 

Most of us, I sincerely hope, 
view violence and death and wanton 
destruction with loathing and 
disgust. Still, there are those 
among us (and this means the 
country as a whole) who will give 
voice to the phrase ‘‘Come the 
Revolution!’’ 

Within our student community 
there are those who study Mao 
Tse-Tung’s works on guerrilla 
warfare and Army combat manuals 


with seeming gusto, planning 
towards the day when they can 
play White Knight (or Black, 


Brown, Yellow, or whatever) and 
sally forth tw slay the oppressors. 

Although the power confronta- 
tion is not strictly a racial issue, 
indeed, over most of the world 
(Japan, France, Czechoslovakia) 
race is not a factor, It is, in 
the United States, a prime source 
of discontent, And with good 
reason, It has occurred to me 
that |) this is not simply a racial 
struggle, 2) that it is, perhaps, 
a quest for justice and under stand- 
ing, and 3) that ina violent racially 
oriented confrontation no one is 
likely to stop andask your particu- 
lar politics before squeezing the 
trigwer, Moral and philosophical 
principles have way of beir b- 


scured very quickly by gunsmoke, 

It would seem to me that those 
who would emulate Che Guevara 
have not the desire or the fore- 
Sight to perceive the ultimate con- 
sequences of their proposed 
actions. It would also seem that 
they have not the faintest concep- 
tion of the kind or quality 
of literally elemental power 
they wish to come to grips with 
in this country, 

America, 1969, is not Cuba, 
or Algeria, or CZarist Russia. 
The results of any real civil war 
in this country would be, at best, 
a lot of dead people and a lasting 
legacy of mutual hatred between 
the opposing sides. At worst, 
a Second American Civil W ar would 
mean that life, of any kind, would 
cease to exist on the North Ameri- 


can continent, oor, possibly, 
Farth itself, 

Any thought of fighting a 
successful guerrilla war in this 


country is a child’s fantasy, A 
most dangerous fantasy. 

What’s that you say? ‘We 
will have freedom and justice or 
die! We will never surrender!’’ 

Who said anything about sur~ 
render? Like the old slogan ‘‘Bet- 
ter Red than Dead’’, this is an 
emotion-laden un-logical piece of 
drivel. (Side note: Anyone want 
to bet on how many people are 
going to insist that I just came 
out four-square against freedom, 
justice, and motherhood?) What 
is desired is a state of being 
wherein we are neither ‘‘Red” 
nor ‘‘Dead’’, 

I catagorically refuse to live 
in @ police state where a large 
percentage of my fellow-men are 
effective slaves or sub-citizens, 
But I further refuse to help 
destroy, or through in-action, 
allow the destruction of a nation 
and a civilization which, with all 
f its many faults, bears within 
itself the seeds of a tomorrow in 
which our planet has just one 
race-—the human race, and which, 
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given a very little time (and our 
cooperation) will take us to the 
stars. Both figuratively, and 
literally, my friend. 

I firmly believe that mankind 
is in its adolescence, on the verge 
of growing up into an adulthood 
that will blow our minds, Unless 
we allow ourselves to blow them 
out first, 

To return to now, my wish 
is simply this: that when tempers 
flare and patience is strained to 
the breaking point in this, our 
continuing struggle (a struggle as 
old as our species), and when that 
“irresistable urge strikes you’’, 
that urge to strike out violently, 
and worse yet, indiscriminantly, 
at those whom we are tempted to 
consider as ‘‘Them’’, stop. 

Stop and think, really 
for a moment, 

Violence has rarely, if ever, 
solved a problem satisfactorily. 
Particularly in this century. The 
probiems it does solve, it replaces 
with alternate dilemmas, usually 
worse, 

Case in point: The U.S, has 
used violence in Viet-Nam to 
oppose ‘‘Communist aggression’, 
and the Viet Cong and North Viet- 
Nam have used violence to resist 
“imperialist American aggres- 
sion’’, The end result seems to 
be the reduction of large areas 
of Viet-Nam to defoliated jungle, 
rubbled towns, and countless 
graves, Oh, there will be a solu- 
tion. For whoever is left. 

in long-winded summary, when 
it seems that to apply ‘‘fire and 
sword’’ to the problem is the 
only answer, don’t you believe it, 
For the sake of all the people 
of this country, and the worid, 
for that matter, recall the words 
of a most non-political person— 
Thomas Alva Edison:

‘This would,’’ he emphasized, 
‘thelp establish closer college- 
community relationships."’ 

Vance believes that whatever 
meaning these experiences may 
have for volunteers, “opportuni- 
ties to share such experiences 
with other like volunteers and 
training to make these experiences 
more productive and personally 
satisfying should be offered these

My first impression of Taiwan 
was that it was similar to Panama, 


with its lush green vegetables, 
prickly heat and high humidity; 
but this is where the likeness 
ended, 


Taiwan is not Panama, People 
are very industrious as exempli- 
fied by the small shops 
everywhere, even portable ones 
which are set up after :ecular 
shops are closed, and in the most 
improbable places — places where 
Panamanians would say ‘‘never’’ 
and Americans would say ‘‘impos- 
sible,”’ Every conceivable thing 
can be purchased here, All Taiwan 
seems to be a perpetual market- 
place except on a national holiday, 
when everything comes to a stand- 
still except the beehive-busy 
homes, 

The many tall concrete 
buildings, minute shops of un- 
painted boards, and the use of 
every available square foot of land, 
and the cleanliness of most of the 
streets (despite the open sewers 
running along all of them) these 
things convinced me I was not in 
Panama, And if any doubt lingered, 
it was dispelled by the cultivation 
of tea, bananas and vegetables 
of all descriptions, and the ter- 
raced rice fields laid out like 
stair-steps descending the moun- 
tains. From the sky, the fields 
appear like carefully-made patch- 
work quilts in many different 
shades of green. 


It occurred to me that like all 
countries, Taiwan has its debit

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side, too, The most noticeable 
is noise, The cacophony of horns 
in taxis, pedicabs (what I call 
large three-wheeled tricycles 
which carry people), motor 
scooters, motorcycles and even 
bicycles on first contact assaults 
the eardrums particularly within 
the cities, But one soon forgets 
or adjusts to it, and leaving the 
cities for the countryside, the 
noise fades into nothingness, 

Another moment of frusiration 
is the feeling of being an alien, 
One is extremely aware of this 
when trying to remember a simple 
street corner or fix a building 
in mind for a reference point. 
Buildings seem to repeat them- 
selves endlessly in tones of gray, 
Or trying to remember a sign 
on a building or street defies 
de scription—e specially when writ- 
ten in Chinese characters. 

The buildings, however, seem 
to lose their sameness and drab 
grey color and really come to life 
when they are dressed in gay 
hand-painted signs which usually 
are bright red for some holiday 
such as October 10 (Double 
Ten to the Chinese) Independence 
Day for China, 

\s for the people at first I 
could only think of a few words to 
describe them: industrious, inter - 
ested, helpful and extremely 
curious, 


Very Helpful 


I have found the Chinese to be 
very helpful. For instance, I was 
downtown one fine day when I 
realized I was lost—the predica- 
ment I found myself in most often. 
I stopped a Chinese couple on the 
street, pointed to my little withits 
neat rows of Chinese characters 
and asked if they could help in 
my broken Chinese, They did not 
speak English, but they went out 
of their way to take me to the 
store [I sought and were not satis- 
fied until I was waited on by a 
clerk, They smilingly accepted my 
‘*sye, sye,’’ (thanks, to you who 
don’t speak Chine se,) and departed, 


Foreigner 


Of course there are those who, 
because one is a foreigner, will 
take more than they are entitled 
to for an article, but these 
experiences are not too numerous 
and one is usually the wiser for 
them, 

It seems in the beginning, 
whether on the street, sitting in 
a restaurant or on a bus, every- 
one stares with unblinking eyes, 
One thinks ‘‘am i properly 
dressed’’ or ’’did I forget to put

on some vital part of my clothing.” 
Even the children, eyes wide with 
curiosity, follow one calling out 
Meigwo ren(American), One thinks 
I am the foreigner, the stranger. 
Soon these thoughts disappear with 
the learning of a few halting 
phrases in Chinese, You relax 
and smile as the children follow 
crying hello, hello, Meigwo ren, 
because they have seen few Ameri- 
cans, especially in their 
neighborhood, Too, when most Chi- 
nese discover one is learning the 
language they beam with pride 
and will try to speak slowly so 
that one can under stand, W hen they 
discover one is a student, they are 
interested in exchanging ideas, 
however broken one’s Chinese may 
be, 


Many Faces 


\s time passes the faces begin 
to sort themselves out, There 
is not only dark hair and a sea 
of Oriental faces, but individuals 
who are tall, short, broad or thin, 
with wide, bright, suspicious or 
friendly eyes, In other words, the 
faces, figures and eyes range 
through a whole spectrum, 

I musn’t forget the necessity 
of distinguishing the Taiwanese 
from the Mainland Chinese. This 
ability still eludes me, except that 
Taiwanese pronunciation of some 
Chinese words is quite different 
from Chinese, ©, for the want of 
a more musical ear to distinguish 
the different tones in spoken Chi- 
nese, What a triumph when one’s 
Chinese friends answer without 
repeating with a questioning voice. 


't’s like receiving first prize in 
a contest, 
It is an easy thing to meet 


Chinese, perhaps because one is 
a foreigner, but much harder to 
know them 4s individuals. 


Shopping 


Shopping for articles made from 
bamboo, grass and carved wood 
is a tremendous pasttime. Also, 
shopping for material to be made 
into whatever one fancies from 
p.j.’s to the most elegant evening 
dress, is unbelievable and the 
fact that no patterns are used 
but costumes are made from any 
sketch that the customer can pro- 
duce, 

Bargaining for pedicabs and 
goods is @ Special art, and must 
be cultivated with care, One must 
never under-bargain because this 
takes all the fun out of it, and 
the price cannot be lowered but 
over bargain the price can be 
lowered to suit both you and the 
owner of the goods bargained for.

But a bad pass 45 seconds later, 
caused by the pressure of scrap- 
ping Jim Jones and Harry Livers, 
SSC’s hustling guards, gave the 
Hornets the ball, and it didn’t take 
them long to score as Greg Reed 
fed Walker for a layup.

Jones missed his free throw, 
but Walker grabbed the rebound — 
one of 13 he had for the evening 
and put it back in to make it 59-58 
with 1:07 to play.
